Terrorists kill U.S. diplomats

Two 
American hostage diplomats were 
shot to death by Palestinian Black 
September guerrillas Friday in the 
besieged Saudi Arabian embassy. 
An 
outraged 
President 
Nixon 
demanded the killers “be brought to 
justice.” 
Sudanese 
Vice 
President 
Mo­ 
hammed al-Bagir Ahmed said that 
U. S. Ambassador Cleo A. Noel and 
charge d’affaires George C. Moore 
were executed by the guerrillas at 
about 9 p. m. (2 p. m. EST). 


Ahmed 
said 
Saudi 
Arabian 
Ambassador Abdullah el-Malhouk 
told him in a telephone call that the 
third of five hostages being held, 


Guy 
Eid, 
the 
Belgian 
charge 
d’affaires, also was shot and killed. 
However, a Sudanese army officer 
who visited the building said the 
Belgian was gravely wounded but 
still alive. 


Noel, 54,and Moor, 47, were taken 
prisoner by the guerrillas when they 
invaded the embassy Thursday night 
while Moore was being honored at a 
farewell reception in the two-story 
building. 
Troops and armored cars ringed 
the embassy building Friday night 
as Sudanese officials awaited some 
word on the fate of the two 
remaining diplomats being held 
hostage, 
a 
Jordanian 
charge 


d'affaires and the Saudi Arabian 
ambassador. 
The 
State 
department 
in 
Washington said Noel had been 
allowed to place one final phone call 
before his death. He asked an 
official at the U.S. embassy about 
“the state of play in the outside 
world,” meaning world reaction to 
the guerrilla action, the department 
said. 
The guerrillas had announced they 
would hold the five diplomats as 
hostages to force the release of 
Sirhan 
Sirhan, 
the 
assassin of 
Robert F. Kennedy, and dozens of 
Palestinians in Israeli and Jordanin 
jails. 
The 
Black 
September 
organization 
was 
the 
group 


responsible for the deaths of 11 
Israeli 
athletes 
at 
the 
Munich 
Olympic games. 
The execution of the diplomats, as 
reported by the official Sudanese 
radio, took place after a deadline 
continued in a guerrilla ultimatum 
passed 
and 
Sudanese 
officials 
contacted the guerrillas to press for 
more time. Three hours later, the 
radio said, a volley of shots, was 
heard outside the embassy building. 
In Washington, President Nixon 
denounced the slayings and said the 
perpetrators “must be brought to 
justice. 
“This tragic event unscores once 
again the need of all nations to take 
a firm stand against the menace of 


international 
terrorism,” 
Nixon 
said. 
Earlier in the day Nixon said the 
United 
States 
“will 
not 
pay 
blackmail’ ’ to the guerrillas. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers, in a statement from Paris 
released by the State Department in 
Washington, 
called 
the 
killings 
“barbarous murders.” 
U.S. embassy spokesman George 
Thompson said that in addition to 
the Saudi Arabian ambassador’s 
telephone call, the executions had 
been confirmed by a Sudanese Army 
officer who visited the embassy and 
saw the bodies. But Thompson said 
the officer reported seeing the 
Belgian alive. 


The Guerrillas were reported at 
one point to be demanding air 
passage out of the country, but this 
was not confirmed. 


The radio said that the guerrillas 
rejected all pleas for more time and 
notified the Sudanese government 
“of their intention to execute the 
hostages 
since 
they 
have 
not 
received any resonable promise 
from 
any 
of 
the 
concerned 
governments.” 
When the executions occurred, a 
special state department trouble 
shooter. Deputy Undersecretary of 
State William Macomber, was on a 
flight from Cairo to Khartoum to 
evaluate the situation. 
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Sioux fire on Feds 
at Wounded Knee 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) - 
Federal officers were fired on 
repeatedly Friday by 200 militant 
Indians still occupying the Oglala 
Sioux hamlet of Wounded Knee. A 
Justice Department official warned 
“force is not ruled out” as a means 
of ending the confrontation. 
In the gloomiest report yet on the 
siege of the tiny settlement on the 
Pine 
Ridge Indian Reservation, 
Ralph 
Erickson 
told 
a 
news 
conference that the government 
wants “to bring this to an end.” 
At his news conference in Rapid 
City, where he spent the night, 
McGovern said the Indians had 
made 
no 
new 
demands. 
Both 
McGovern 
and 
Abourezk, 
who 
returned to Washington after the 
nighttime parley, saidl the holdout 
Indians expected no amnesty. 


“There was no talk or request of 
amnesty,” Abourezk said. “They 
realize 
charges 
will 
be 
made. 
They merely asked what charges 
would be filed and what the bond 
would be.” 


The Indians drove up in cars 
Tuesday night and took over the site 
of the 1890 Massacre of Wounded 
Knee in which more than 100 Sioux 
were killed by the U.S. cavalry. 
McGovern, who with Sen. James 
Abourezk held two long meetings 
with AIM leaders Thursday and 


Thursday 
night, 
told 
a 
news 
conference 
Friday 
that 
“some 
progress has been made, but the 
situations is still very tense.” 
He expressed fear that, “should a 
gun go off, real tragedy could 
result.” 


McGovern 
said 
earlier 
that 
Justice Department officials, led by 
a special assistant to the attorney 
general, would get in touch with the 
Indians some time Friday to try to 
work out plans for a surrender on 
Wounded Knee. 


“The next move now is the 
response to the many questions the 
AIM 
leaders 
raised,” 
the 
1972 
Democratic presidential candidate 
said. 


Erickson, special assistant to the 
U.S. 
attorney general, 
said an 
uneasy armed truce between the 
Indians 
barricaded 
at 
Wounded 
Knee and the marshals who ringed 
the hamlet had erupted into new 
outbursts of shooting. 
He said several shots were fired at 
Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) 
agents early Friday, shots were 
fired at marshals and two FBI 
agents during the day and an FBI 
car set up as a roadblock was 
pocked by bullets as agents stood 
outside the vehicle. 
No injuries to federal officers 
were reported and there was no 
immediate 
word 
whether 
they 
returned the fire in any on the 
attacks. 


Cong to free 30 POWs Mon 


SAIGON (UPI) - North Vietnam 
said Friday that 106 American 
prisoners of war would be released 
Sunday at the airport in Hanoi. The 
Viet Cong informed the United 
States that 30 more Americans 
would be freed Monday at the North 
Vietnamese capital. 
A U.S. spokesman said the Viet

had 
i n f o r m e d 
the 
U.S. delegate to the Joint Military 
Commission (JMC) Saturday that 
the additional release would be 
made on Monday. 


The spokesman said that no time 
was immediately available for the 
Monday release.

In the nearly two years existence 
of 
the 
Lompoc 
Economic 
Development Association, 
basic 
information on Lompoc Valley has 
been 
placed in 
the 
hands 
of 
executives of 
more 
than 4,200 
manufacturing firms. 
Tom Parks, executive director of 
LED A, claims that the response to 
the contacts has been “average to 
better than average,” based on the 
experience 
of 
development 
organizations nationally. 
Typical 
response to direct mail and other 
unsolicited contacts generally runs 
approximately two per cent. 
Follow-up letters, telephone calls 
and personal visits are made to the 
responses, Parks stated, and in 
nearly two years of existence, the 
Association has established files on 
27 firms following evaluation. The 27 
fir m s 
are 
d e s ig n a t e d 
as 
“prospects.” 
The 
Association 
, defines a “prospect” as a firm that 
has stated that they are currently 
planning a specific plant in this part 
of the country and for which 
Lompoc 
Valley 
will 
be 
given 
consideration. 
“The proposed start-up date for 
these operations ranges in time 
from 
immediate 
occupancy 
on 
finding 
an existing building, 
if 


available, to three and four years 
hence,” 
the 
Association 
report 
states. 
The 
Association 
reports 
that 
perhaps a dozen firms not included 
in this group that were interested in 
immediate occupancy of existing 
buildings only, and because of a lack 
of such facilities in Lompoc, were 
given no further consideration. 


Of the 27 total identified as 
“prospects” the Association has 
reclassified about four firms as 
inactive, 
either 
because 
of 
a 
decision to locate elsewhere, or a 
change in their plans or business 
conditions which caused them to 
halt their plant location study. 
LEDA has activated follow-up 
files on 52 firms which they have 
now classified as “suspects,” a 
suspect being defined as a company 
that has: 
1. Indicated directly as a result of 
correspondence or visit that at some 
point within the next five years, they 
will more than likely be planning a 
new facility in the area, but no 
definite 
plans 
have 
yet 
been 
initiated; or 
2. Stated in their reports to 
stockholders, 
m eetings 
with 
financial analysts and other public 
announcements that their internal 
growth plans indicate a need for new 
plant capacity; or 
3. Through LEDA analysis of a 
company’s growth rate and present 
geographical profile of production 
facilities, and LEDA’s evaluation 
that the company would be a 


particularly good industrial citizen 
for Lompoc, resulted in a special 
degree 
of 
interest 
meriting 
a 
separate file for periodic follow up. 
In other words, they just look too 
good to pass over, even if they 
h a v e n ’t 
given 
LEDA 
any 
encouragement yet. 
The Association states that the 
continual follow-up work with a 
“suspect” is somewhat less intense 
than that with a “prospect,” but as 
their plans tend to firm up and 
becom e 
more 
definite, 
the 
Association reclassifies them as 
“prospects.” 
While the bulk of LEDA effort is 
dedicated 
to 
working 
with 
manufacturing firms, LEDA also 
reports 
that 
they 
expend 
a 
considerable 
amount 
of 
energy 
working 
with 
companies 
and 
individuals 
in ter es te d 
in 
commercial operations and service 
industries, and even occasionally 
developers of residential properties. 
LEDA 
also 
reports 
than 
an 
additional and important facet of 
their program is that of working 
with local firms and individuals who 
wish 
to 
either 
expand 
their 
operation, branch out into new 
ventures, 
or 
establish 
a 
new 
business altogether. They add that 
this type of activity has increased 
gradually over the period of the 
Association’s operation as people 
become more aware of its function 
and service provided.

Funding battle told over shuttle 


After a month of industry and 
government maneuvering it looks 
like the space shuttle will be smaller 
than planned, may cost more, may 
save more and, at the climax of 
ongoing 
congressional 
budget 
activity, may in fiscal 1974, be 
funded for less. 
In his budget request to Congress, 
President Nixon earlier slashed 
NASA’s orginal bid for $600 million 
for the shuttle to $475 million. This, 
in motion plans to push back the 
first launch date at Cape Kennedy to 
about 1980 and at the western shuttle 
port at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
reportedly to 1981. 
Now, 
as 
Senate 
and 
House 
committees mull it over, a distinct 
threat to the truncated NASA budget 
has emerged in the person of 
Senator William Proxmire (D-Wis), 
who, as an influential member of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
wants to give the space agency $500 
million 
less. 
If 
successful, 
Proxmire’s cut could well stunt 
shuttle development further. 
“ (NASA) 
outlays 
for 
space 
research and technology in fiscal 
year 1974 are $3.1 billion. In my 
view, these outlays, which are $74 
million more than last year’s (after 
delayed 
Nixon 
administration 
impoundment of funds), should be 
cut,” Proximire is quoted as saying 
in an aerospace trade publication. 
“I think the space budget, in view 
of the need to tighten the belt 
elsewhere and the cuts, freezes and 
impoundments the President has 
made for low income housing and 
disaster loans for farmers, could 
and should be reduced by $500 


million.” 
“The space shuttle is the kind of 
thing that Proxmier can point at,” 
Chip Seegar, aide to 13th District 
California Representative Charles 
Teague, said in Washington. 
“He can show schematics of it and 
try to present a case that it’s not 
useful 
much 
easier 
than 
with 
something that’s less tangible. 
“It may be a major battle. 
There’s no way to know right now.” 
S e e g a r 
said 
t h a t 
the 
Appropriations Subcommittee of the 
House 
is 
now 
hearing 
NASA 
testimony 
while, 
in 
the 
other 
legislative wing, the Senate budget 
authorization 
hearings 
continue 
The hearings will last for several 
weeks, he said. Then, congressional 
“mark up sessions” and then, the 
vote. 
Any further reduction would come 
in a $3.107 billion NASA budget 
already the slimmest since 1962, 
aerospace publications claim. This 
is more than the President allowed 
the agency to spend last year but 
less than originally authorized. 
At $3.1 billion, the budget provided 
for two satellite program starts, one 
a continuation of the NUMBUS 
weather 
satellite 
program 
for 
oceanographic surveillance and the 
second a terrestrial measurement 
craft, 
LAGEOS, 
designed 
to 
measure continental drift. Both will

- The tension 
mounts here as the time 
approaches to release a 
White Paper which will 
chart policy for England 
toward Northern Ireland. It 
has been delayed for one 
reason or another, most 
recently 
because of 
the 
election in the Republic of 
Ireland, which the English 
have sought studiedly not to 
influence, in part because 
they consider Jack Lynch, 
the 
incumbent 
Prime 
Minister, a reasonable man, 
in part because any attempt 
to influence the election 
would almost certainly have 
an effect contrary to that 
intended; 
and 
the 
government 
of 
Edward 
Heath 
is 
simply 
not 
constructed 
to 
play 
Machiavellian games. 


Everyone is gloomy abouti 
the White Paper because 
everyone 
knows 
that 
whatever it says, it is bound 
to disappoint, and probably 
infuriate, one party or the 
other. 
The 
Republic 
of 
Ireland will want to see, at 
the end of the tunnel, the 
unification of the whole of 
the island. The two million 
Ulster 
Protestants 
will 
want above all to know that 
no such prospect is in sight. 
The 
northern 
Catholics, 
though they are divided on 
the matter of unification, 
will want to see in the White 
Paper lapidary guarantees 
of equal status. The Ulster 
Protestants will want to see 
in prospect the restitution of 
their own parliament, the 
Stormont, in which they will 
prevail in virtue of their 
m e m b e r s . 
The 
IRA 
Provisionals will want to 
see 
something 
entirely 
unsatisfactory 
to 
their 
fellow Catholics so as to 
induce 
a 
r e vol ted 
dissafaction from which it 
profits, 
and 
the 
Ulster 
Defense Force apppears to 
be far more interested in a 
bright and happy future 
shooting school children and 
fragging Catholic churches, 
than in dull reconciliation. 


The 
troubled 
spirit 
of 
England issues from the 
general feeling that there is 
no “solution” to the Irish 
problems. Except that the 
irresponsibility of it would 
make the British historical 
performance 
in 
Ireland 
complete, they would dearly 
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love to simply pull out, even 
as the Belgians pulled out of 
the Congo, and simply left 
the people there to fight it 
out until someone prevailed 
and instituted an autocratic 
order of thought. 


Asked what he would do in 
Ireland if he were now 
plenipotentiary, 
Terrence 
O’Neill, who was Prime 
Minister during the crucial 
years 1963-69, was struck 
quite 
dumb, 
and 
he 
answered “Shoot Clay and 
hang Calhoun.” 


No doubt Lord O’Neill 
would gladly have pulled the 
noose tight around the neck 
of Reverend Ian Paisley. On 
the other hand, he believes 
that the trouble really began 
in 1966 when the northern 
Catholics 
insisted 
on 
celebrating — in true Irish 
fashion, over a period of 12 
days 
— 
the 
fiftieth 
anniversary of the uprising 
in the south, which is not a 
tactful thing to do, rather as 
if the German community in 
New 
York 
City 
loudly 
celebrated the anniversary 
of the Reichstag fire. Lord 
O’Neill’s 
helplessness 
perfectly reflects the sense 
of general helplessness as 
the casualties mount, and 
the bitterness intensifies. 


Although Lord O’Neill’s 
pedigree is as fiercely Irish 
as anyone—he can trace his 
descent 
from 
the 
Irish 
Kings 
— 
he 
is 
really 
English, and in the North he 
is often called a “Protestant 
traitor’’ for such offenses as 
visiting a Catholic school, 
meeting with the Prime 
Minister 
of 
Eire, 
and 
sending 
a 
message 
of 
condolence on the death of 
Pope John. He is capable of 
writing such thoughts as, 
‘ ‘ . my constituency were 
truly loyal to me, in the 
English, as opposed to the 
Ulster sense of the word.” 


There is lacking anywhere 
the 
strong 
figure, 
the 
eq ui v al e nt 
of 
the 
Bangladesh’s 
Mujibur 
Rahman, or Algeria’s Ben 
Bella, whose repatriation 
would 
mean 
st ab le 
government, and an end at 
least 
to 
free 
enterprise 
terrorism. The attempt by a 
decent, 
middle-class 
bureaucracy to handle the 
Irish problem is most likely 
to fail, in part because the 
passions 
involved 
defy 


schematic solutions, in part 
because 
there 
is 
no 
preponderant force. 


The transcending tragedy 
lies in the world belief that 
the problem is a sectarian 
dispute among Christains. It 
is instructive to remind 
oneself 
that 
the 
IRA 
Provisionals 
and 
the 
gentlemen of the Ulster 
Defense Force would spit in 
the face of the Pope and the 
Queen of England rather 
than exchange a Christian 
amenity. After the White 
Paper, 
there will 
be 
a 
period of holding the line, or 
trying to. After that, after a 
very long lession in British 
patience, no one knows, or 
cares to speculate. 


KNOWLEDGE is power and also popular, judging from the 
steady rise in average educational level for the U.S.

Sacramento — President 
Richard M. Nixon plans to 
throw 
a 
monkey-wrench 
into millions of dollars of 
p r o g r a m s 
a f f e c t i n g 
Californians, 
and 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan plans to do 
little to bail the programs 
out of trouble even though 
the state has a surplus 
estimated 
at 
from 
$850 
million up to $1.1 billion. 
Elimination of child care 
centers 
and 
pre-school 
educational 
programs 
is 
just one example which has 
Californians 
in 
a 
tizzy. 
Other proposed cuts include 
the elimination of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity 
and a major slash in the Job 
Corps program. 
Nixon 
would 
also 
eliminate the Model Cities 
program, reduce spending 
for urban renewal, wipe out 
Head Start, cut free milk 
programs in schools and 
increase 
the cost 
of 
medicare to older people. 
State Finance Director 
Verne Orr was quick to 
defend 
the R e a g a n 
administration’s refusal to 
pick up the cost of the 
programs dropped by the 
federal government. 
“ If 
the 
Nixon 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
has 
determined 
that 
the 
programs they are dropping 
are no good, then it would be 
wrong for state government 
to continue to fund them,” 
Orr 
said 
on a 
radio 
program. 
Congress, 
which 
is 
controlled by Democrats, is 
rankled because President 
Nixon refuses to spend the 
money already allocated for 
p r o j e c t s , 
e spe cia ll y

NF:W YORK — (NEA) — Was Joe Frazier still feeling 
the effects of the Muhammad Ali fight when he was 
knocked out by George Foreman in two rounds? No, said 
Frazier’s cardiologist, Dr. Lawrence Meltzer of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania Hospital. 
Ali has said that the Foreman fight consisted of rounds 
16 and 17 for Frazier, implying that Ali softened Frazier 
up after their 15 round fight in 1971. 
“I can hardly imagine that to be true,” said Dr. Meltz­ 
er. “Joe’s problems don’t relate to the Ali fight, as far 
as I know. 
“I checked him out about six months ago (about 1% 
years after the Ali fight) and I found no relevance to All’s 
charge. I saw the fight on theater television, and it looked 
to me like Joe took an awful beating. That was all.” . . . 
An executive in the baseball commissioner’s office
